Franchot calls for end to 
limits on sales, production 
for craft operations

Maryland Comptroller Peter Franchot 
unveiled a legislative package Monday that 
would make sweeping changes to the state’s 
regulation of craft breweries. 

Franchot’s 12-point “Reform on Tap Act 
of 2018” would eliminate limits on sales 
from taprooms and for take-home con- 
sumption for the state’s breweries. It also 
would eliminate limits on beer production 
for breweries that faced caps and let 
localities set taproom hours. 

The proposal is intended to do away with 
regulations Franchot said have stifled one 
of the state’s most promising economic 
engines. 

“Despite the impressive growth and 
performance of our craft brewing industry, 
we simply cannot ignore the fact that our 
laws and regulatory framework have stood 
in the way of their limitless potential” 
Franchot said. 

The proposal would follow legislation 
approved earlier this year that quadrupled 
the amount of beer breweries can serve — 
up to 2,000 barrels, or close to 500,000 
pints. The legislation, designed to pave the 
way for a new Guinness brewery and 
taproom in Baltimore County, also stipu- 
lated that breweries could serve an addi- 
tional 1,000 barrels if they sold the beer to a 
wholesaler, then bought it back, and limited 
operating hours for new taprooms. 

Micro-breweries attached to restaurants 
can serve up to 4,000 barrels on-site. 

Franchot’s proposal could set up law-

lose permits 
to stay in US. 


Trump to end temporary 
residency of nearly 60,000

WASHINGTON — The Trump adminis- 
tration said Monday it is ending a tempo- 
rary residency permit program that has 
allowed almost 60,000 citizens from Haiti 
to live and work in the United States since a 
2010 powerful earthquake shook the Carib- 
bean nation. 

The Homeland Security Department 
said conditions in Haiti have improved 
significantly, so the benefit will be extended 
one last time — until July 2019 — to give 
Haitians time to prepare to return home. 

“Since the 2010 earthquake, the number 
of displaced people in Haiti has decreased 
by 97 percent? the department said in a 
press release. “Haiti is able to safely receive 
traditional levels of returned citizens.” 

Advocates and members of Congress 
from both parties had asked the Trump 
administration for an18-month extension of 
the program, known as Temporary Pro- 
tected Status. Haitian President Jovenel 
Moise’s government also requested the 
extension.

Davis said the new findings were the result of an 
autopsy completed over the weekend, which 
formally ruled Suiter’s death as a homicide by

BWI bids to ease holiday traffic 


Measures include free parking, changing vehicle rules

Getting in and out of BWI Marshall 
Airport may be easier through Thanksgiv- 
ing and the rest of the holidays this year. 

To accommodate the annual onslaught 
of seasonal travelers, the airport is tempo- 
rarily offering some free parking, expand- 


ingits cell phone lot and changing the rules 
for shuttles, taxis and ride-share vehicles. 
“Back in July, when we had the busiest 
month in the history of the airport, it was a 
clear signal to our management team that 
the Thanksgiving season would probably 
be the busiest holiday season in the history 
of the airport,’ said Ricky Smith, BWI’s 
executive director. “So we embarked on a 


number of measures to try to mitigate the 
congestion we know we will experience.” 

Until Jan. 15, the first hour in the 
airport’s hourly parking garage willbe free, 
Maryland Transportation Secretary Pete 
Rahn said Monday. That, he said, should 
ease the airport traffic that sometimes 
backs up all the way to Interstate 195 as 
drivers pick up and drop off passengers.
